PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

We set the clock forward and my message was due. 
I find I do not have the time to prepare this message 
on a timely basis. This is very frustrating to me and 
our editor. 


Once again the Bureau has surprised us by issuing 
an unannounced card. I saw it on their website while 
trying to get details about the cards to be issued in 
Atlanta this weekend [7 April]. There text was: 


“On March 27 - April 7, 2006, in commemoration of 
the 2006 National Cherry Blossom Festival, the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP), will sell a 
specially created intaglio print card depicting the 
BEP tree-lined facade on the Tidal Basin. Visitors can 
view the card being printed ona 19th Century Spider 
Press at the BEP Visitors Center during designated 
demonstration times. Also on display in the Visitor 
Center is an exhibit entitled, The Loveliest of Trees, 
featuring various images of Washington’s famed 
cherry trees, including photographs, artwork, and 
engravings used for United States postage stamps 
and BEP-printed souvenir cards.” 


The vignette is modified from the one they used in 
1987 for the Bureau’s 125th anniversary and was 
engraved by Tom Hipschen. That plate was 
destroyed and they created a new variety for this 
card. That original card [B101] was [then] issued at 6 
different shows, one with an embossed BEP seal and 
the others with a gold seal. The various seals were 
different and included show dates [B101A-A, see SCJ 
24:3, p. 9]. 


We learned from the Bureau that the spider press 
demonstration proof would not be sold to the public. 
From the BEP picture I can tell that there is a line of 
Text that distinguishes this card form the previous 
versions. The cost is $9.95 each. 


The Bureau did takes some of the cards to the 
Atlanta ANA show and some were postal cancelled 
there by our members. 


If you are reading this it means you paid your dues 
or are a Life member and continue with us in our 
26th year. Our first issue was in the spring of 1981. 
This promises to be an exciting year from a col- 
lectible standpoint and a challenging year for the 
Society from a financial standpoint. The number of 
paid members as of this moment is 122 and we are 
still waiting for final response from an additional 17.

We will not be able to issue four copies of the Journal 
in its current format with the money we have in the 
treasury. Therefore | am appealing for help to our 
two Chapter clubs in New York and Washington. I 
know that both groups have managed to earn sub- 
stantial money through their sale of souvenirs cards. 
The National Society rarely used souvenir card as a 
fund raiser. I always deferred this to the local 
Chapters as they had the dedicated people willing to 
supply the priceless labor to maintain their indepen- 
dent programs. Bill Kriebel has taken substantial 
steps to reduce the cost of the Journal. Much of these 
savings were accomplished by changing printers 
and Bill mailing the Journals himself. We need to 
take additional steps to reduce cost including the 
option of a smaller Journal and a switch to a paper 
cover. Our changes will reflect the response to my 
request for financial support. 


The splitting of the costs between the two Chapters 
enabled our participation as a club at Washington 
2006. We need them to step forward again and sub- 
sidize the Journal for this year. This will allow us the 
time to make the necessary decisions and changes on 
an orderly basis as respects the future of the Society. 


I currently am the Treasurer and President. I cannot 
continue in this dual capacity and I will definitely 
give up the President's role. This and the future of 
the Society will be the focus of our Annual Meeting 
at Washington. The meeting will be at 12 Noon on 
Memorial Day [29 May]. I hope you will attend, and 
participate. I look forward to a lively discussion and 
perhaps we will be able to transfer the office[s] dur- 
ing the meeting.

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A NEW ENGRAVING BOOK IN REVIEW 


On various occasions in these pages, I have referred 
to a book, The Engraver’s Line: An Encyclopedia of 
Paper Money & Postage Stamp Art, by Gene Hessler 
(BNR Press, 1993), which I have found very useful 
and informative. That’s why I became excited when 
his latest contribution was noted in Bank Note 
Reporter. The first book appeared to be a hard act to 
follow, but the author is more than up to the task. 
Both books are hardbound, but the latest one loses it 
dust jacket and frowning (?) lion. It is more than 
compensated for by the many (700+) illustration, 
most in color! 


The new book is The International Engraver’s Line: 
Paper Money and Postage Stamp Engraver’s and Their 
Work from the 1700s to the Euro (Gene Hessler, 2005). 
Even if you are not interested in biographical data, if 
you are interested in engravings, this should be on 
your wish list! 


As the BEP no longer prints stamps, let alone 
engraved ones, I rejoice that the art still survives 
abroad—even if it has been modified by technology 
as Gene explains in his informative six-page intro- 
duction. Many of the images are familiar, especially 
if you have looked at envelopes from abroad or have 
traveled and looked at the beautifully produced cur- 


rency.
